The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session Monday, January 24, 
at the courthouse in Elba, and heard 
County Attorney Warren Rowe 
recommend that all employees who 
handle county funds be bonded to 
protect both the commission and the 
elected officials 

The recommendation ,came 
following the arrest of a probate office 
employee last week who allegedly took 
over $23,000 in county funds. 

According to Rowe, it is the

and it could fall back to the commission 
to help replace the money. By having 
the employees bonded, the officials 
would be protected from the action of 
the employees. 


The commission appointed 
Commissioners Billy Eagerton and 
Eugene Bradley to work with Rowe on 
the matter and decide how many 
employees should be bonded, how 
much the bonding would cost and how 
much each bond should be. The trio will 
report their findings at a later meeting.

Topic Of Town Meeting 


Topics related to American agricul- 
ture were the main ideas addressed by 
Alabama Senator Howell Heflin at a 
New Brockton town meeting Thursday 
afternoon, January 20. Some fifty area 
citizens, local officials and press 
members turned out at the National 
Guard Armory to hear Heflin's ideas 
and to seek answers to specific 
questions, 

In opening remarks, Senator Heflin 
sited several problems facing American 
agriculture among which were the 
failure of select groups to understand 
the effect of drought and disaster on 
farm products and also the lack of good 
markets when bumper crops are 
produced. He stated that the embargo 
has been the ‘‘most disasterous”’ 
situation in the past 10 years for 
agriculture, 

Secondly he discussed the ‘‘Crop 
Swap’’ or “‘PIK Program.” The 
Senator explained this program is to 
provide safeguards by protecting the 
income of double-cropping when 
planted acreage cutbacks are made. 
Wheat, feed grains (most often corn), 
rice and cotton are the crops qualifying 
for this program whose purpose is to 
reduce surplus of the above comodities 
by decreasing their production with the 
end-results being better market prices. 
Signup for the PIK Program is 
underway and will continue through 
mid-March. For more information 
contact your Extension Office or Farm 
Bureau. 

During a question and answer 
session Sen. Heflin gave attention to the 
tuts being made in quota peanuts 
stating that because of his week-and-a- 


half absence from Washington he was 
not aware of the most recent rulings but 
would look into the situation when he 
returned to the Capital. When discus- 
sing the possibility of restraints on 
foreign imports to decrease unemploy- 
ment he said that progress was made 
toward ‘buying American’’ on highway 
construction only to have the Adinini- 
stration vote against the project. Call- 
ing the American free trade policy ‘‘not 
free trade’’, he said we should go to a 
‘Reverse Golden Rule’, review foreign 
trade and apply a concept of fire by fire 
in our dealings. Closing this thought he 
stated he felt the issue would be 
introduced to Congress again this year. 

Speaking to foreign aid and saying, 
“I'm not much for foreign aid... .”’ 
Heflin introduced the idea of past trade 
with the United States and increased 
future trade as a prerequisite for the 
U.S. extending foreign aid. Included in 
this plan is the possibility of a bonus 
paid in the product bought to increase 
trade incentive with the U.S. and thus 
increase our export markets. 

Senator Heflin called for a cut in 
deficiet spending and also said he saw 
no real reason not to trade with 
mainland China. 

Saying he felt family farms are good 
and should not all merge into 
corporates, Senator Heflin advocated a 


good nationwide public relations 
campaign for farming. 

Positive feelings about town 
meetings such as this one were 
expressed by those attending and 
Senator Heflin remarked, ‘'l get ideas 


from them,"’ 


Probate Office Clerk 
Arrested In Connection 
With Theft Of $23,000 


Mrs. Edna Hatley, an employee at 
the probate office in Enterprise, was 
arrested last week and charged with 
first degree theft of property in 
connection with a $23,000 shortage of 
funds discovered in the probate office. 


The arrest cam eck 
investigation by _ounty 
district attorney's oifice, following an 
audit that revealed the $23,000 


shortage. Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer, in office at the time of the 


audit, requested the investigation, 
which was completed on Wednesday, 
January 19. 

Mrs. Hatley, a clerk in the office, 
had an initial hearing on Monday, 
January 24, at which time District 
Judge Gary McAliley explained the 
charges to Mrs. Hatley and ruled she is 
not eligible for a court-appointed 
attorney. The charge against Hatley 
carries a penalty of 2-20 years imprison- 
ment and a fine up to $10,000. 

The judge set March 4 as the date 
for a preliminary hearing.

GTE Announces Rate Increase 


General Telephone Company has placed 
new rates into effect (January 18, 1983) 
as a result of a settlement reached with 
the Alabama Public Service 
Commission. The 6.2 million award 
ended a_ three-year-old rate hike 
dispute. 

For its Alabama customers, the rate 
increase will raise basic local telephone 
service for residential one-party 
customers, $1.55 to $2.00 depending on 
the calling scope of the community 
involved, The B-1 business rate 
increase will range from $3.65 to $5.25, 
again depending on the size of the 
calling scope. 

The preceeding costs relate only to 
access to the telephone network and 
does not include the cost of a telephone. 
That cost has been increased to $1.35 or 
$1.95, depending on the type of phone 
in a customer's home. 

The price of a coin telephone call will 
rise to 25 cents, the first price increase 
since coin calls went up to a dime in 
1954. 

In a move to place costs on the 
cost-causer, the Public Service 
Commission also granted GTE an 
increase in its installation charges and 
directory assistance costs. After an 
allowance of five free cails to directory 
assistance per month, customers will be 
charged 40 cents per call, up from the 
old rate of 20 cents. In addition, 
General has begun charging for the 
following service items: 
$1.00 - to have an operator interrupt a 
conversation 
SO cents - to have an operator verify if a 
line is busy or out of order 
50 cents - to have an operator assist in 
dialing a local call.

In commenting on the cost of the 
above services, General’s Vice Presi- 
dent and General Manager, W.L. Entz, 
sdid costs for maintaining operator 
services are steadily increasing and the 
new charges will help assure that 
customers who use a service are the 
ones paying for it. 

In the action, the Commission and 
the Company agreed to provide 
extended area service to Slocomb- 
Dothan and Kinston-Opp. The services 
allows the communities to make calls 
without being charged long distance 
rates. 

Three other areas are also being 
considered for extended area service; 
they are: Elba-New Brockton-Enter- 
prise; Gantt-Red Level; Abbeville- 


Dothan. General agreed to commence a 
study of the factors and costs of EAS in 
these areas and present the findings to 
the Public Service Commission in 45 
days. Should the company furnish EAS, 
the Commission agrees that it should be 
compensated for all investments, costs, 
and revenue loss. 

The rate award granted General 
Telephone involved three rate cases 
dating back to 1979 and totaled 
approximately $15 million. Cases filed 
by GTE in 1979 and in 1981 were 
returned.to the PSC for reconsideration 
and the 1982 case testimony concluded 
in early January. The $6.2 million was 
the result of negotiations between the 
company and the Public Service 
Commission. 


agencies. The Public PSC agreed on 
January 5, 1983, to reconsider the 
petition and set January 26 as a date to 
hold a public hearing. 

The Seaboard System Railroad filed 
yet another petition on January 19, 
1983, requesting the PSC to partially 
vacate the order setting the public 
hearing. According to a source in the 
PSC office, the petition filed on January 
19 asked the commission to cancel the 
public hearing, but at the same time 
reconsider the original order and give 
the railroad permission to close the 
agencies. The commission informed the 
railroad it could not annul the original 
order without holding a public hearing, 
and refused to grant the petition. Upon 
notice of the latest PSC ruling, the 
Railroad withdrew its petition seeking a 
new hearing and the PSC dismissed the 
case and canceled the hearing.

Employees File $3 Million Suit 


Five former employees of 
Fabrics-America, Inc., an 
Enterprise cotton mill that closed 
in December, have filed suit in 
Coffee County Circuit Court 
seeking $292,000 in back wages, 
bonuses and insurance payments, 
plus $3 million in damages for 
themselves and an estimated 400 
other employees at the mill. 

The suit, filed last week, 
names four plant officials and the 
company as defendants. 

The former employees, in- 
cluding two Elba men, allege they 
have not been paid for the period 
of November 20, 1982 through 
December 17, 1982; and accord- 
ing to the suit, the five plaintiffs 
seek relief on behalf of them- 
selves and all members of the 
class comprised of all employees 
who were not paid and are not 
defendants. 

The company, according to 
reports, have sought injunctive 
relief in federal court against the 
home office of Fabrics America, 
Inc. over the same issue. Local 
officials obtained a temporary 
restraining order in December to 
prevent the removal of 
approximately $300,000 worth of 
inventory in the Enterprise mill 
by the New York-based home 
office. A permanent injunction 
was issued in early January, 
Stating the goods may not be 


removed from the mill until 
workers receive the wages due. 

Plaintiffs individually named 
in the circuit court suit include 
Craig Smith and Hiram Glass of 
Elba, along with Doris H. Nolan, 
Jackie B, Hodgins and Janice L. 
Jordan. The defendants named 
are Fabrics America, Inc.; W.H. 
Morris III, president; Bill Morris, 
personnel manager; Tim Brown 
Jr., vice-president and secretary- 
treasurer, and Hansford Cooper, 
mill superintendent, 

In the suit, the plaintiffs seek 
$280,000 in wages they claim are 
owed them for work November 20 
through December 17, 1982, or 
approximately $500 - $700 per 
employee. They contend they 
were told they would not be paid 
for their work during that period 
at the time of their termination on 
December 17. The suit also seeks 
$112,000 in Christmas and 
Thanksgiving bonuses and 
insurance premiums withheld 
from the employees’ checks. 

The suit alleges that the 
company withheld insurance 
premiums for several months 
prior to November 20, 1982, but 
failed, or refused, to pay the 
money collected, to the insurance 
companies, resulting in the can- 
cellation of the employees’ health 
insurance. The suit *!so contends 
that insurance claims for many 


employees were denied because 
of the non-payment of the 
premiums. 


The plaintiffs also seek $1 
million on each of three counts 
from the defendants. One count 
alleges the company and its 
president told employees they 
would get paid, while knowing 
the company was unable to pay 
them. A second count alleges 
each and every defendant con- 
cealed the fact the employees 
would not get paid to induce them 
to perform their work and labor, 
while the third count alleges that 
all defendants concealed the fact 
that the company refused to pay 
the employees’ insurance 
premiums. 


The company, a cotton mill 
and towel manufacturing plant, 
laid off 450 employees in 
November and December, then 
closed its doors, citing poor 
economic conditions and a lack of 
business. 


An irony in the case, accord- 
ing to company officials, is that 
the same company officials 
against whom the suit was tiled 
have also not been paid for their 
work for a period of several weeks 
prior to the mill's closing.

SPACE TO BE FILLED 

Last week I discussed 
procedures for planning a 
wall grouping. In the discus- 
sion I mentioned that each 
grouping should have a 
theme and that the theme 
could be similar subject 
matter, color tones, size, 
shape, etc. Don't forget non- 
pictures, too. 

Today the subject is wall 
space. Every home has wall 
space that would look better 
with an attractive wall group- 
ing. Some walls look better 
just empty. The trick is to 
identify these spaced and use 
them appropriately. 

A picture group serves as 
a welcome whenever 
someone enters aroom. Pre- 
tend you are a guest. Enter 
your house. What is the first 
wall you see? This is where 
an arrangement might be 
placed. Walk down halls and 
enter rooms. Where would 
pictures add a feeling of 
homeyness? 

Besides filling the big 
open space in the center of a 
wall, pictures can add 
interest to corners and next 
to windows and doors. Space 
is in every room. Look for it. 

Don’t look for eye-level 
space only when standing. 
Sit in the living room and 
look at the walls. Are there 
spaces where a single pic- 


ture or a grouping are 
needed? . 

Where space is found, 
plan a grouping that 


conforms to its shape. Some 
space shapes are horizontal; 
some nearly vertical. Others 
may have odd outlines. The 
most important picture(s) are 
hung at eye level and others 
are arranged in the remain- 
ing space. 

Stairstepping pictures 
tend to direct eyes upward. 
Just be sure you want your 
eyes to be directed to the 
ceiling. If not, have some- 


thing interesting to stop the 
eyes. Not every space needs 
to be filled. Leave some 
blank spots to rest your eyes. 


GRAPEFRUIT 

Did you know that state 
laws set the maturity level at 
which grapefruit can be 
picked? Once picked, it 
doesn’t ripen further. 

Select grapefruit that is 
firm, well-shaped and heavy 
for its size. Usually these are 
thin-skinned and have plen\, 
of juice. If a grapefruit ‘s 
painted at the stem end, it is 
likely to be thick-skinned. 

Grapefruit is a good food 
value, low in calories an 
sodium and an excellet 
source of Vitamin C. Stor 
fruit in the refrigerator and i 
should keep for a good man: 
weeks. 


WINTER DRESS 

During extremely cold 
days, dressing properly may 
help you avoid being sick. 
Wearing several layers of 
lightweight clothing keeps 
you warmer than will a few 
heavy layers. Choose. an 
outer layer which provides 
wind and water resistance. 
Don’t forget your cap. Wear- 
ing a cap helps prevent body 
heat from escaping through 
the head.

Horticulture Tips

PLAN GARDEN ROTATION 

If you have plenty of land, 
you should rotate your crops 
to a new area if the old one’s 
infested with rootknot nema- 
todes. 

In addition, insects and 
diseases tend to build up 
under continuous use of the 
same garden area. Root- 
knot nematodes are especial- 
ly troublesome on squash, 
okra, cucumbers and some 
varieties of tomatoes. 

If the garden’s moved to 
a new location for a few 
years, it gives you an oOp- 
portunity, to clean up prob- 
lems in the old garden spot. 


CAMELLIAS - TEA SCALE 
PROBLEMS 

Camellias and Japanese 
Hollies are the main hosts for 
the most destructive scale 
found on ornamental plants. 
The undersides of the leaves 
become heavily infested. 
When they are present in 
very large numbers, they 
move to the top of the leaves. 
You will also notice yellow 
splotches on the top of the 
leaves, and the undersides 
will have a white cottony- 
like appearance. 

I have seen lots of tea 
scale damage throughout the 
county this year. If you have 
a severe problem, it will take 
2-3 years to bring it under 
control. 

Control these pests with 
Orthene or Cygon. Make 
sure you spray the under- 
sides of the leaves. Use a 
summer oil plus Diazinon 
spray in early spring and

again in the fall to help 
control this scale problem. 


FUNGICIDES FOR PEACH 
TREE DISEASES 

lam always getting ques- 
tions about good materials to 
use on peach diseases and 
rots. Here is a list of 
effective materials. 

BOTRAN - very effective 
in controlling Rhizopus Rot 
when used in combination 
with Benlate or Captan 
beginning 3 weeks prior to 
harvest. : 

BENLATE (benomy)l) - is 
effective against Brown Rot 
and Scab. It is not effective 
against Rhizopus Rot. In 
some areas, fungal strains of 
Brown Rot and Scab resistant 
to benomyl have developed. 
Benomyl, therefore, should 
be used sparingly and in 
combination with Captan, 
Maneb, etc. 

CAPTAN - is more effec- 
tive against Brown Rot on 
peaches than sulfur but not 
as effective on sulfur or scab. 
It is compatible with Sevin 
(carbaryl), Guthion, and 
Parathion. Start applying 
when peaches start to bloom. 

FERBAM - applied as @ 
dormant spray will control 
peach leaf curl. 

LIME SULFUR - is a 
dormant spray, which will 
control leaf curl, and scale at 
higher rates. 


WETTABLE SULFUR - is 
effective against brown rot 
and scab. Will injure the 
fruit if applied close to 
harvest.

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What Do You Do 
With Guilt? 


When we do wrong there 
is something inside us that is 
affected. We call it our 
Conscience. Our world has 
many ways of dealing with 
the conscience and the 
feelings of guilt. For so 
many people guilt is a de- 
destroying force and the way 
it is dealt with is self punish- 
ment or at least never 
allowing ones self to find joy 
or peace in life. For many 
others the conscience has 
been seared until there is no 
guilt or feelings of any kind. 
This kind of person can tell a 
lie, steal, or even kill and 
have no feeling. These are 
two extremes of how people 
deal with guilt. I think it is 
evident that we can not 
ignore guilt without society 
having to deal with us in a 
manner to either give the 
conscience a chance to guide 
us right or to protect society 
from those with no 
conscience, 

In this article I want to 
deal with those who seem to 
live on a guilt trip. Far too 
many today seem to ignore 
their conscience, make the 
same mistakes, punish them- 
selves or pay for their sins 
and return to the same sins 
again. Yes, this is whac sin

is. If we live in a right 
relation to our Lord, He will 
teach us and guide us not 
only by conscience but by His 
word and His work to get us 
off the merry-go-round and 
fasten our eyes on the kind of 
life He wants to give each 
of us. We need to begin by 
confession of what is wrong 
in our lives. Until we can see 
what causes guilt we will 
never change. 

Now the problem: To 
whom do we confess? Some 
spend all their time con- 
fessing and that is as far as 
it ever goes. The matter of 
who is involved; if it is 
spiritual see your minister, if 
it is medical see _ the 
physician or if it is family or 
friend sit down with them. 
Confession is seldom 
enough. We need to ask 
forgiveness and if it is 
possible, make restitution. 
There is something about 
setting things right that 
helps to change our course of 
direction. 

All of this is of no avail 
unless after we have been 
forgiven we accept that for- 
giveness and then we forgive 
ourselves. God has promised 
if we confess our sins He will 
forgive. He has also 
commanded that we forgive 
one another and that if we do 
not forgive we cannot be 
forgiven. We must learn 
how through His love to not 
only forgive others but to 
forgive ourselves when we 
have been forgiven and to 
forget, then move on. Living 
with guilt is really living in 
your own prison and Christ 
came to free us from sin, 
guilt and eternal punish- 
ment.
